TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newfields, in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Newfields on Tuesday, the twelfth (12th) day of 
March, next at 2 p.m. in the afternoon to eight o’clock 
in the evening, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will grant a discount of 2% 
on taxes paid in full thirty days after the taxes are 
committed to the collector. 

4. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate of $10,000 in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes for the current municipal year 
and to issue in the name and on the credit of the Town 
negotiable notes therefore, said notes to be repaid dur- 
ing the current municipal year from taxes collected 
within the current municipal year. 

5. To see what action the Town will take relative 
to the authorization of the sale of real estate held or 
acquired by the Town on account of purchase at tax 
sales. 

6. To see what action the Town will take toward 
the acceptance of reports by Town Officers; as printed 
in the Town Report. 

7. To see what action the Town will take relative 
to the painting of the interior of the Town Hall and to 
raise the sum of $200 toward the cost of such painting, 
the appropriation to be held in the capital reserve fund 


° 


until such time as the sums received or appropriated 
are sufficient to defray the complete cost of the project. 

8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the wa- 
ter commissioners, with the approval of the selectmen, 
to borrow money in anticipation of revenue. 

9. On petition of Mary E. Jordan and 13 others; 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not to exceed $2,500 to provide a rub- 
bish collection service for all citizens of the town; to 
appoint a committee of five to draw up a set of rules 
and regulations regarding same; and to further put 
the job out to bid, said bid to be given to the lowest 
responsible bidder. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and 
empower the Planning Board to approve or disapprove, 
in its discretion, plans showing new streets or the 
widening thereof, or parks, and upon adoption of this 
article it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to file 
with the Registry of Deeds of the County of Rocking- 
ham, a certificate or note showing that the said Plan- 
ning Board has been so authorized, giving the date of 
authorization, as provided in Sections 19-29 inclusive, 
Chapter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated, 1955. 

11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

At six o’clock on March 12, 1956, the annual school 
district meeting of Newfields was held at the town hall. 


Elected for the ensuing year were Richard Ryan, 
moderator; Mary B. Hallinan, clerk; Ruth E. Mac- 
Dougall, treasurer; Henry C. Pierce, auditor; and Al- 
fred Conner, Jr., member of the school board for three 
years. : 

Guided by our superintendent, Mr. Raymond A. 
Hoyt, studies on construction were continued by the 
planning board and later by the building committee. 
After two special school meetings and a state hearing, 
approval was given so that Mr. Richard LaPerle, our 
contractor, might begin work in August with our ar- 
chitect, Mr. Edwin C. Miles. 


In September, thanks to the Library Trustees, our 
first and second grades with their teacher, Mrs. Ruth 
Goffe, were allowed to use the basement of the Paul 
Memorial Library as a temporary arrangement during 
construction; while our third and fourth grades with 
their new teacher, Mrs. Edna Harvey, were given the 
old primary room. Mrs. Gladys Chick continued in her 
room with grades five and six. Because of increased 
enrollment, the division of pupils into two grades per 
teacher was a wise and necessary step. 


After the Christmas vacation, the addition was suffi- 
ciently completed to allow the children to occupy the 
two new rooms. A supply room between the two old 
classrooms had been built gratis by Mr. Ernest Chick 
and Mr. John Liberatore.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my ninth annual 
report as superintendent of schools. 


The school year 1956-1957 opened with the follow- 
ing teaching staff: 
Mrs. Gladys Chick, Grades 5-6 
Mrs. Edna Harvey, Grades 3-4 
Mrs. Ruth Goffe, Grades 1-2 
Mrs. Eleanor Henry, Music Teacher 
Miss Mary Shea, School Nurse 


Mrs. Edna Harvey of Nottingham was elected as a 
third full-time teacher making it possible to have two 
grades in each room. 

The teachers are conscientious and industrious and 
are making every effort to provide good training for 
the boys and girls. 

The item of primary importance in the minds of all 
concerned is the excellent addition to the school plant. 
The citizens should be congratulated for their willing- 
ness to provide this fine addition for the educational 
use of the youth of the town. The building is of good 
construction and everything about it is attractive and 
conducive to an improved school program. 


Some of the features of the addition are worthy of 
note and from an educational viewpoint are considered 
to be important requirements of a modern school build- 
ing: 

1. Each of the new classrooms has over 800 square 

feet of floor space which provides ample room 
for desirable activities. 


2. The individyal toilet and sink in the Grades 1-2 
classroom make it possible for closer supervision 
of the younger children at all times. 
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3. Ample chalkboard and bulletin boards at heights 
which children can use are provided. 

4, Full length windows which cover an entire wall 
provide excellent natural light and modern fluor- 
escent fixtures furnish the right type of artificial 
light. 

5. The lighter shades of asphalt tile on the floor, the 
light pastel colors which decorate the walls ana 
the natural wood furniture all help to lighten the 
appearance of the rooms. 

6. Areas such as the teachers’ room, which can also 
be used as a health room and sick bay, and mod- 
ern gang toilets are decided improvements in the 
school plant. 

7. Acoustical tile ceilings help to absorb the sound. 

I sincerely believe that the School Board, the Build- 
ing Committees, the architect and the contractor have 
worked diligently on the building project and have had 
only one interest in mind; namely, to obtain the best 
possible school building for the money that was availa- 
ble. It has been a pleasant experience for me to work 
with them on this project. I don’t see how the many 
steps that had to be taken prior to the start of con- 
struction could have been speeded up any more than 
was done. Also, the period of construction was kept 
close to the minimum. 

By good planning and extra effort on the part of the 
contractor in getting the toilet areas ready, school 
started on time and not a single day of school has been 
lost. 

The Trustees of the Library should be thanked again 
for allowing the first and second grades to use the 
basement room during the fall term. 

The action taken by the Exeter School Board which 
will require the Newfields School District to provide 
education for the seventh grade starting with the next 
school year and for the seventh and eighth grades as 
of September, 1958, poses a problem. 
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One solution would be to think in terms of perma- 
nent housing for these grades in the local school. The 
four classrooms now available will probably be ade- 
quate for eight grades for a while. However, there are 
already indications from the school census that even- 
tually four rooms will be needed to house the first six 
grades. This would mean that at that time one or two 
more classrooms would be required to keep all eight 
grades in Newfields. 

Another solution to the problem would be to join in 
the formation of a Cooperative School District with 
other districts in the area to build a junior high school 
for the seventh and eighth grades. An unofficial com- 
mittee representing the districts of Brentwood, East 
Kingston, Exeter, Kensington, Newfields, and Strath- 
am has held several meetings to study this possibility. 

At the school district meeting I believe that the next 
step should be taken; namely, to appoint representa- 
tives from the district to form an official committee 
to continue the study of this proposal. 

There appear to be certain advantages to this solu- 
tion of the problem both educationally and financially. 

The Parent-Teacher Association continues as an ac- 
tive organization. 

Mr. Robert Morrell as janitor should be commended 
for the interest he has taken in the new school plant. 

I call your attention to the reports of the school 
nurse and the music teacher and to the tables which 
follow. 

I wish to thank the citizens, the members of the 
School Board, and the teachers for their continued sup- 
port and cooperation.

The physical examination of the Newfields school 
children seemed to be a success from both my own 
and the parents’ standpoints. Several minor conditions 
were found and in some cases the parents cooperated 
in remedying them. The analysis examination found no 
child with a diabetic or kidney condition that was not 
already known. 

All children have received two polio shots (or were 
eligible to have this done with the parents’ consent).

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


For many children entering the first grade, the 
musical experiences that they have in the school are 
among their first. It is true that radio and television 
give children the opportunity of listening to music, 
and this is good if the music is good. Fortunate are 
those children who have had a musical environment in 
the home during their pre-school years. 
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The importance of the classroom teacher in the 
school music program cannot be over-emphasized, for 
it is she who can provide richness in the lives of the 
children, as daily musical experiences for the pupils 
must be provided by her. Much help can be given her 
with a record player and some good records. 


As music educators stress the importance of bodily 
response to music, much is done, especially in the lower 
grades with this type of musical experience. Respond- 
ing to music through various types of rhythmic activi- 
ties, action songs, singing games, dancing and work 
with rhythm band are examples of this type of ac- 
tivity. 


As many children have not found their singing 
voices when they first enter school, work to obtain this 
result is important. 


In the third grade, work with tonettes is begun. 
This is valuable as a beginning for note reading, and 
also often gives the pupils an interest in studying an- 
other instrument later on. A clarinet instructor re- 
cently told a new pupil that he thought that her work 
with the tonette in school had been a big help to her in 
learning to play this new instrument. It is true that 
the tonette and the clarinet have similar features. 


Learning the fundamentals of music, note-reading, 
part-singing, dancing, listening to music and music 
appreciation are also part of the music program. 


In the spring, a musical program was given at the 
Town Hall by the pupils of the school. 


The students also took part in the annual Memorial 
Day Services. 


In the fall, a third teacher came to the Newfields 
school, and new music books were purchased for Mrs. 
Harvey’s class. 
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During Education Week in November, programs 
were given at the school to observe this occasion. 


In closing, I wish to thank Mr. Hoyt, the members 
of the School Board, the P.T.A., the teachers and the 


parents for their cooperation.
